The South has a “red-hot press” cear- 
tainly, but the reddest of the red-hot has 
not got as far along as the foregoing.

The Foreign Situation. 

The news from Europe continues to be 
interesting and muddled. Indeed it is 
interesting because it is muddled, being 
largely made up of speculations and con- 
tradictions that cross each other in three 
languages, and, as translated and transmit- 
ted over the sea, necessarily confused 
and inconsistent. There is no doubt at 
all thatthe French have experienced a 
disastrous reverse; that the glow and pres- 
tige of a dashing advance into the enemy's 
country have been lost to the imperial ,ea- 
gles; and that the star of NAPoLEON 
surrounded by the gloom of unexpected 
defeat and sudden indisposition. But all 
else must be regarded as cloudy. 

We do not place much confidence in the 
rumored uprising of French revolution- 
ists, On the contrary, if Napoitzon dis- 
plays any vigor at all, and is not stricken 
down by illness, his reverses may stimu- 
late and unite the national pride of his 
people. Dynasties apart, there is no love 
between the Germans and the French, and 
the invasion of the latter country may 
prove the signal for the abandonment of 
all party feeling in the universal eutburst 
of a common sentiment of self-defense. 
In this event the battles on the Rhine. will 
rather strengthen the position of Naro- 
LEON. 

Next to the splendor of brilliant and 
overwhelming victory come the danger 
and humiliation of defeat in power to 
arouse and consolidate both national cour- 
age and popular chivalry. Such was ex- 
perienced in this country afier Bull Run, 
and such may be the experience in France 
after Weiscenburg, Woerth, and Hagenau. 

But there is no likeliheod that the Prus- 
sians wil] commitany rash follies growing 
out of a too exultant sense of victory. 
They are a well-trained as they are a 
stolid race of men, and 
have been commanded far 
by @ genws, which, among many dar- 
ing and enterprising qualities does not 
want for discretion, Bismarck has the 
advantage of a cause which the Germans 
believe in, and as he did not. begin the 
war there is no reason why he need be 
precipitate. In tact, he ought to be ina 
position to dictate the terms of a peace. 

The stories that reach us from England 
concerning the imsurrectionary state of 
France are.not to be taken for granted, 
and the reported death of the Emperor is 
probably founded on nothipg more sub- 
stantial than the likelihood that he may 
die at any moment. 

The news, however, which will reach 
us during the next few days cannot fail to 
be important, and is not unlikely to afford 
us some clue to the result of the tonflict.

The War News. 

The French have made a determined stand 
acd are concentrating all their available force 
at Metz, and the Prussians are marching on that 
formidable place with reserves and all, ag if 


the anaihilation and 

poleon at one mighty bdiow, 

undoubtedly, the greatest baitie ef the 
age will be fought. Marshal Bazaine has been 
put im command and has siready 150,000 men at 
Metz, with the prospect of a junction with Me- 
Mahon end Canrobert, and with whatever force 
of new volunteers that the dread of an inva- 
sion may raise up in Paris and the rest ef 
France, and that is considerable, if we may be- 
lieve the Paris dispatches. 

Metz is tbe most important strategic polat in 
this part of France and the strongest for.reas. A 
strong wall, with bastions, incloses a city of 
more than 50,000 inhabitants. The fortifications 
are irregular, but were very strong oven before 
the war of 1866, and siace then important works 
baye been lald out and carried forward to 
an acverced stage on four commanding 
sites. These allow for the improved fange of the 
latest oropence, as well as for the destructive 
force of modern projectiles. Two permanent 
bridges span the Moselle at this point,/where is 
aso the copfluence of the Seille. The Moselle 
itself sends out an arm which incloses a part of 
the townweand is called the udVigable Mo- 
gelie, since the priccipal streapi fs inter- 
rupted. Im case of a siege, the /water can be 
suffick ptiy raised in these streams to tnundate 
the low ground on the south and south west sides 
of the town, making these fronts doubly sure. 
Thus it will be seen that the Prursiaas have no 
easy job before them. However, the bdattle ts

HEAVY ROBBERY. . 


The Residence of Capt. 8. B. Voris 
Emtered by Burglars’ and $1,000 
werth of Goods Stolen. 

The residerce of Capt. S. B. Voris, No. 210 
@helboy street, was entered by burglars sometime 
between Saturday night last and twelve o'clock 
yesterday. Toe particulars are about as follows: 
Capt. Vorts i# a conductor on the Shori- 
line railroad, and on alternate nights is in 
the babit of sleeping at home. Sometime since 
Mrs. Voris went to Anchorage to spend tke sum- 
mer, she being Im bad health, consequently when 
Capt. Voris was out on a trip the house was left 
locked, but no one was aboutit. On the Sat- 
urday trip, knowing that he would not retura 
that Dight, be made an arrangement with 
@ servant to go up and see that all was secure. 
This was done, and eversthing at that time was 
allright. Toe house was not visitéd’ again by, 
gDy authorized person until the arrival of Capt. 
VYoris at noon yesterday, when be returned home 
and upon epiering, @iscovered thal two siaw 
had been torn frcm the window shutter on the 

floor, IN a room just In the rear of the 
parlor. Hethem kpew that something wrong 
had been going op, and went to a mtighber and 
requested that he go through the house with 
bim. Upon entering a room back of the room ia 
which the burglars had entered, they fuund tha:

$200 in gold and silver and a lot of fine clothing.

a béut $40 werth of small valuables that were 

presented to Capt. Voris while he was on a re- 

cent trip to New York, entirely emptied of its 
contents. The preserves and fruite were all 
taken from a closet In which they were kept, aod 
the cor tents of a clothes room were strewn upon 
the floors. Seeing what had been done down 
stairs, the two gentiemen proceeded up to the 
second floor. Here they found the trunks which 
were left fuil of valuables, all broken open and 
the con’ ents gore. 
room which contained many I/ittle articics that 
ence belonged to Capt. Voris’ little boy who is 
new dead. This was robbed of some pieces of 
money abd the little toys that were only valued 
for their assOciations, were all gone. This 
last incident sffected Capt. Voris more than the 
loss of all the re-t of bis goods, AT! bed cioth- 
ing tbroughout the house was taken, even the 
embroidered pillow-slips that ornamen‘ed the 
beds. Capt. Voris at a late hour lias: night coulda 
nct tell the exact semount of his loss, but is quite 
cer ain that $1,000 will not cover it. A singular 
tacident of the robbery is that the burglars 
failed to take anything that was engraved. They

A Man Accused of Mardering Hs 
Wate avd Burying Her Body in the 
Back Yard. 

Yesterday afternoon about six o’clock George 
Obpmacht engaged inp a difficul:y with John 
Heufsege!l tm the back yard of a house owned 
by Mr. Wolf, of Mt. Washington, which is on the 
alley between Ciey and Sheloy and Main and 
Market. After the men had passed a few blows, 
the former seized a large meat knife and in- 
flicted a s«rious stab in the thigh of Haufoagel. 
_.Officer Forman arrested the offender and put him 
in police station No. Ll. Dr. Kern dressed the 
wounds of Henufeagel, and when we left the 
scene he was doing very well The occurrence 
drew a large crowd of people to the spot, 
among whom was a woman who deciared tha 
Ohnmecht, about three nights since, murdered 
bis wife at the same place and deposited ber re- 
mains somew here on the premises. This stngular 
and horrible information caused the officers to 
look around the place to see tf any trace of such. 
a deed Was Visibie. The wife of the man was 
) not about, but there were two small children in 
bis room, Who appesred to be In greet trouble, 
and were crying as if thelr hearts would break. 
When questioned about the whereabouts of their 
mother, the little ones said they did not know 
where she was, and no information couid be de- 
rived from the other occnpants of the hous; 
as to where she was. Upon further inquiry re- 
garding the rumor of the murder of the woman, 
we found that it was current emong peopie in the 
neighborhood aed that on the night ia question 
loud end prelonged screams were heard in the 
house; yet strange to say none of the immediate 
neighbors knew anything apout it. The cellar 
and yard were searched for a piace that looked 
like if fad been disturbed for a grave, but none 
could be found, and it is thouget that if tee 
wemen wa: murdered she wes thrown tnto the 
vau.t. The sfair is certainly a mysterious one 
and if the women ts not In ane should be investi- 
gated.

COURTESFEIT CURRENCY. 


A New York Sharper Caught in His 
Own frap. 

On Monday morning @ man wearing the garb 
of @ genticman went to the rooms of General &., 
B. Murray, Uaited States Marshal for K J. 
at the cu:tom-bouse, and announced himse 
W. Barston, of New York. He presented letters 
of commendation from the aasistant superiaten- 
dents of the New York Cenitrai and Hudson Biver 
railroads, which gave for him a high personal 
character, and were written to be better under- 
stood by railroad men. After introducing him- 
self to General Murray and chatting awhile on 
the topics of the day, such asthe Franco-Prus- 
sien war, the enfrapohisement of the nagroes, 
about General Grant end Jim Fisk, Jr., and their 
manners at Long Branch, &c., Mr. Barston In- 
formed the genial Marshal that his visit was one 
of business as well as pleasure. He told Genera! 
Muriay that he was stopping at the United 
States Hotel, and thaton Sueday night he was 
introduced to a party of four wien, who were 
stopping at the St. Clond Hotel, and that he had 
been invéigied tuto their company for a jaunt 
about the city. He sald that these men had of. 
fered to seli Bhima very fair lot of counterfel: 
United States money: that they took him for a 
*.hever of the queer,” &c., but that he wished 
to prove to them that he was not that sort ef a 
person. He then proposed a plan to General 
Murray to implicate the men at the St, Cloud in 
such a way that their arrest would be easily ac- 
complished and the proof against them clear. 
He told the Marshal that If he would let him 
have Ofty dollare, he would go and buy fifty bo- 
gus deliars from each of these men, and require 
hem to give written receipts for the good money; 
bes hs would return to the Customhbous: 
and deliver the bogus money and receipts te the 
Marshal. Gen. Murray tis'ened patiently to the 
evatieman’s story, and when all was 
tela he stepped ioto an adjoinicg room 
ant reat a depu'y for detectives Bligh 
and Guallegher, to wbom he would get the 
New Ycrkerto relate the same story. The de- 
tectives were soon at the custom-house, when 
Mr. Bligh, af'er an interview, proposed to Bars- 
ton to take twelve dollars of his owe money and 
purchase as much of the ‘‘qaecer’”’ as he could and 
vring tt ‘ohim, Bars:on remarked that twelve 
dollars about sized his pile, amd that he did no, 
wish to convey it away ia spurtous money. This 
let the “cat out,” showtag evidently that Barsion 
attempted to get fifty dollars from General Mur- 
ray under false pretenses, and that an ingenious 
Yavkee trick bad been resorted to. It was after- 
ward ascertained that Barston had bis luggage 
at the railway depot reaay to leave the city when 
the opporiunity best suited. Detectives were 
£00n on Barston’s track, end about ten o’clock 
Monday night, instead of getting the four men at 
he 8t. Cloud Iscked up, be was himself the sole 
occupant of a cell at police station No 2. 


PROBABLE HOMICIDE. 


A Crowd of Roughs Attack a Saleon 
Keeper—One of Them Fatally shet. 
About 1 o’clock yesterday afiernoon taree men: 

Pat. Lapg, John Buckley and Edward (better 
koown as “Ginger’’) Fogarty, went into the 
saloon of Thomas Fiynn, at the corner of Thir- 
teenth street and Poctiand avenue, when Buck- 
ley ordered drinks for the crowd. Mr. Flynn 
refused to let them have the drinks on the 
order of Buckley unless the money was paid frst 
While Buckiey and Fiynn were talking the mat- 
ter over, Fogarty and Lang engaged in a fist- 
fight io one corner of the room, but it soon end- 
ed, and Lang turned upon F'ynn, saying, “You 
d—d dig-headed son of a b--»b, I can whip you,”’ 
and at the same time advanced toward the coun- 
‘er. Fiynn then seized Lang and put bim out of 
the house, and the other men followed. After they 
gotinto the street Fogarty picked up a bowlder 
and started into the house, but before reaching 
the door, he threw it at Fiynn, missing him. 
This enraged Mr. Fiynn, who drew a pistol 
and fired upon Fogarty, the ball striking him in 
the lower part of the back, and ranging toward 
the bowels, passing out in front. The man fell 
to the pavement, but was quickly taker to a 
doctor by tae bystanders. After the wound was 
dressed he was tent to his bome on Market 
street, between Sixteenth and Seventeenth. Mr, 
Flynn was arrested and taken before a Squire, 
where be furnished bat! for bis appearance be- 
fore the City Court to-vay. It ts thought that Fo- 
garty’s wounds will prove fatal, Pogarty fs 
spoken of as a man of bad character, as he is tn- 
variably in drupten quarrels whenever be has 
money to buy whisky with.

The Wall street markets exhibited a little 

more animation this afternoon, and the feat- 

ures were a decline in gold and advance in 

securities, On the Stock Exchange some of 

the prominent prokers,who have been absent 


. from the market for some time, appeared as 


bold buyers, and sucoseded in establishing 
an advance of 1 to 2 per cent. 

In the Gold Kbom the German and Anglo- 
American bankers were sellers of gold, which 
caused a decline to 1174, the lowest price, 
which was infigenced by rumors of the death 
of Nepolean and by the advance and firm- 
ness of United States bonds abroad, but the 
decline was accelerated by the fact that some 
weak American holders were forced to throw 
their gold overboard, one party alone sell- 
ing one and a half million of long gold which 
he found inconvenient, financially, to carry 
avy longer. Later In the day there was a 
rally to LI8&% on the reports th&t the ship- 
ments to-morrow amount to one and a half 
ortwo millions, but at the custom-house, 
thus far, only one million has been cleared, 
The market closed dull at 1184@118%. The 
carrying rates were 4 per cent to fiat. 

The gold clearances to-day were $107,000,000, 

Private telegrams to leading firms reporta 
decidedly easier feeling in the money market 
at London, and state that prime discounts 
are now only 4 per cent in an open market; 
also that confidence was greatly restored and 
that money withheld from the market from 
fear was steadily returning to general circu- 
lation, The price of silver at London is de- 
clining and money returning from the conti- 
nent, where the first fright and pinch in 
money has subsided, In Frankfort, Berlin, 
and other money centers, financial affairs 
have assumed amore cheerful aspect since 
the Prussian victory. These telegrams an- 
nounce a general feeling of indignation in 
London, and on the continent, in regard to 
the violation of international law by Brance, 
in seizing the specie of prominent bankers, 
This seizure has caused exchange in London 
to advance to 25f. t0c.
